2. Discharge of wastewater from this facility must not alone or in combination with other 

sources cause the stream to violate the following:

Standards shall be met. 

3. Any pesticide discharge from any point source shall comply with the requirements of 

the Federal Insecticide, Fungicide and Rodenticide Act, as amended U.S.C. 136 et.

4. for any untreated overflow from facilities designed, constructed and 
to treat the volume of material storage runoff and construction reunoff which is 

associated with a 10-year, 24 hour rainfall event; discharges resulting from material 

storage runoff and construction runoff shall comply with the limitations:
